Det skjede roget i fangevokterens 
sjel i Filippi da han for op av søv¬ 
ne, v. 27.

Hovens strenge dom henger over 
ham, som den romerske lovs dom 
hang over fangevokteren som sovnet 
paa sin post. 

Saa kommer |spørsmaalet, Hvad 
skal jeg gjøre for at bli frelst? Dette 
spørsmaal kommer fra dypet av sje¬ 
len hos den vakte. Fangevokteren 
faldt skjelvende ned for Paulus og 
Silas. Mot disse to Guds tjenere had¬ 
de han vel ikke begaat nogen døds¬ 
synd mot den borgerlige lov; han 
hadde bare gjort sin |plikt paalagt 
ham av styremennene. Vistnok had¬ 
de han ført disse ind i det inderste 
og verste fangerum, og gjort deres 
føtter fast i stokken, som styres¬ 
mennene vistnok ikke hadde paa- 
budt ham.

NORSKE BØKER ØNSKES 

Kjære landsmann! 

Paa de lange farlige reisene tren¬ 
ger sjøguttene noe aa adsprede tan¬ 
kene med i fritiden. Alle har vært 
enige om at en maatte gjøre alt for 
aa ta opp et arbeide for aa skaffe 
gode bøker til skipene. Ved siden av 
dette vet en at det gjennem Sosial¬ 
komiteen for norske sjøfolk i Ameri¬ 
ka og andre norske organer anr et¬ 
steds er opprettet nye leseværelser 
og institusjoner av forskjellig art til 
beste for sjøfolkene. Ogsaa til disse 
trenges det norske bøker som selv¬ 
sagt naa er meget vanskelig aa faa 
kjøpt. 

En |var derfor særdeles glad da 
“Nordisk Tidende” i Brooklyn den 17 
november ifjor sendte ut en appell 
til norsk-amerikanere om aa gi bø¬ 
ker til norske sjømenn. Vi hadde den 
glede aa se, at appellen blev hørt, og 
det er til dato kommet inn bortimot 
2.000 bind gjennem denne innsamlin¬ 
gen. Den norske regjering har gjen¬ 
nem Kirkedepartementet og Sosial¬ 
komiteen bevilget de nødvendige 
midler til reparasjon, innbinding, ka¬ 
talogisering og distribusjon av bøke¬ 
ne og vandrebibliotekene er igjen 
kommet igang som følge av dette 
gode tiltak. 

Behovet jhar imidlertid vært saa 
stort at selv dette tilsynelatende sto¬ 
re antall bøker har forsvunnet saa 
hurtig som en draape vann som 
dryppes paa et trekkpapir.

b) Whereas it is desirable that 
Home Mission fvnds be made avail- 
able for new fields, be it Resolved 
that all mission parishes endeavor to 
become: self-supporting by accepting 
a reduction of mission grant by at 
least 10%. 

3. Parish Education.

Let us not forget the 
second part of His command to teach 
or instruct them in the Word of God.

Abounding In The Work 

To “abound” in anything means to 
go the limit, to give the maximum 
production without reservation. The 
first Christians had visions of a 
growing Kingdom and their one de- 
sire was to go the limit that this ob- 
jective might be realized. All their 
activity sounded a note of urgency. 
No effort was too taxing, no sacrifice 
too great in their unreserved devo- 
tion to discharge their responsibility 
of reachirg the whole creation with 
the Gospel. 

Our “abounding in the work” in- 
cludes the bringing of the Gospel to 
those who have never had the op- 
portunity to hear; the ministry to 
the neglected and scattered who by 
eircumstauces would otherwise be 
deprived of that blessing; the minis¬ 
try of mercy to the needy, aged and 
distressed; the preparation of the 
young for life and service as Chris¬ 
tians. 

Christ counted no sacrifice too 
great that He might abound in the. 
work of the Father, for He said, 
“My meat is to do the will of him 
that sent me, and to finish his work.” 
(John 4:34). 

Can we, as members of His 
Church, honestly say tHat, we are 
going the limit to discharge our 
stewardship of time, talent and 
possessions? —B. 

School and Parochial School in every 
congregation of our church. 

4. Evangelism. 

a) Inasmuch as our district has 
decided in favor of the election of a 
full time evangelist for our district. 
We recommend that a district Evan- 
gelistic committee consisting of 
three members be elected. This 
committee should work in conjunc- 
tion with the Home Mission Com¬ 
mittee of our District.

5. Our Schools. 

a) Whereas the attendance at 
Luther Theological Seminary must 
necessarily be small for some time 
to come. be it resolved that the ar¬ 
rangement whereby Dr. Iver Iversen 
is part time professor at the Semi¬ 
nary be continued for the next 
biennium. 

b) Whereas the town of Outlook 
has not yet agreed to tax exemption 
of the Outlook College property, be 
it resolved that the repair of thé 
Boy’s dormitory be deferred another 
year. 

c) Whereas Camrose Lutheran 
College has not been able to obtam 
accreditation of Junior College work, 
be it resolved that unless accreditat¬ 
ion can be obtained, the pre-semin- 
arv year at Camrose Lutheran 
College be discontinued from the fall 
of 1942 and prospective students of 
theology be advised to take the 
second year arts either at Luther 
College. Regina. or at the Provincial 
universitv. If taken at Saskatoon, 
the privdeges of residence at the 
Luther Seminary should be granted 
as far as accommodation will permit.

Broadcasting the Good Seed. 

Luke 8:14-15. 

“That It May Reach the Un- 
churched By Conducting and 
Supporting Radio Broadcasts.” 

It is self-evident that when we 
speak of the Good Seed we mean the 
Gospel. We are told in the parable 
(Matt. 13) that the Seed is the Word 
of God. 

The primary purpose of our Lu¬ 
theran Hour is to bring the Gospel 
seed especidlly to i our own people 
who are deprived of the privilege of 
public worship, as, for instance, thé 
old folks and the “shut-ins.” Those 
of our own mother tongue were es- 
pecially taken into consideration and 
the Norwegian language was used 
until war regulations made it neces- 
sary to conduct all broadcasts in the 
English language. Nevertheless gifts 
continued to come in and the broad¬ 
casts carried on. 

This missionary enterprise was 
launched several years ago, and, in 
the Camrose and Edmonton circuits 
at any rate, had its origin in the 
pastoral conference. 

That it may serve a larger sphere, 
we are also concerned about reach- 
ing people far away from the church, 
those not interested who find all 
kinds of excuses for not making use 
of their local church. We also wish 
to bring a positive Gospel message 
to people who are following every 
“wind of doctrine” so prevalent in 
our age. 

God’s will is that all shall hear 
the Word of God and be saved. The 
radio is a means to that end in spite 
of its many misuses. Eternity alone 
will tell how many found their Savior 
through our radio service. Letters 
from individuals who hiave been 
helped spiritually give us a little in- 
sight into its blessed ministry. 

That the sowing of the Good Seed 
may continue through our radio ser¬ 
vice, it is necessary that we support 
it by our interest, co-operation, 
prayers and means. 

The aim of this little paper is to 
increase the interest of you women 
of our Women’s Missionary Federa- 
tion in this branch of spreading the 
Gospel. We need 100% co-operation 
that these broadcasts may be so rich 
and so completely given over to their 
purpose, that they will supplant 
many of the broadcasts of lesser 
value. No broadcasts can bring their 
full blessing unless supported by 
prayers and by gifts from those 
sponsor ing them. 

In God’s kingdom, means are ne¬ 
cessary that the work may continue. 
We are His stewards. By giving, our 
spiritual life is enriched. We have 
many organizations that can help 
along. Our Sunday Schools, Luther 
Leagues, and Ladies’ Aids, all of 
which deserve special mention, as 
they are always cheerful givers. Our 
congregations also give their sup¬ 
port. The proceeds from Memorial 
Wreaths can be ard are used for 
this purpose. All these can have some 
plan of contributing and helping 
along one cause of our Lutheran 
Hour. 

I wish to stress individual giving 
or gifts to the broadcast. The gift 
may not be large but “mange bæk- 
ke smaa gjør en stor aa.” By shar- 
ing in this work, too, we receive 
His blessing untold. 

But, by all means, let no-one draw 
the corelusion that we can get along 
withput our local church éervfces. 
We must have Christian fellowship. 
This fellowship was the strength of 
the early Church-Acts 2:42, and it 
is needed just as much today. We 
all should stress this need of witnes- 
sing and sharing together. 

The radio broadcasts are especial- 
ly intended to reach those who can¬ 
not make use of this privilege, or 
those who do not care to. Therefore 
we want to support it wholeheart- 
edly. May God bless this branch of 
the sowing of His blessed Gospel 
Seed.

But this cometh 
to pass, that the word may be fulfilled that 
is written in their law, They hated me with- 
out a cause.” (John 15: 24, 25). 

Our Savior repeats in verse 24 
what He had stated in the verses im- 
mediately preceding. But in verse 25 
He adds a new thought. The fact 
that the response of men to His mar- 
vellous works would be hostility and 
rejection was foretold by God in the 
Old Testament Scriptures. 

The fact that Scripture prophesies 
many future events has led some to 
wrong conclusions. They argue that 
since God foretells a happening, He 
becomes the direct cause of it. But 
God is not the cause of evil. “He can¬ 
not be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth He any man” (Jas. 1:13). 

God has prophesied certain future 
events because as God He foreknows 
the entire future. He is omniscient 
(all-knowing). Consequently, He 
foretells that which He knows will 
take place. The fact that God draws 
aside the veil of the future is the 
divine seal that the foretold events 
will inevitably take place. 

Beware of making the prophecy 
of evil events an excuse for finding 
fault with God. Rather find in them 
reason to bow in holy awe before the 
greatness of God. 

Yes, thank God that by His grace 
you are able to love the Savior. 


Are We Too Busy? 

This is written during a busy sea- 
son of the year—harvest. The writer 
is at present visiting various congre¬ 
gations in the interests of the Sas- 
katchewan Lutheran Bible Institute. 
As might be expected, the size of 
the crowds at the week-day Services 
is not large. It is necessary to be di- 
ligent and busy during the harvest 
season. Laziness, slothfulness. care- 
lessnes are never commended by 
God. 

But God does ask us to put a proper 
value on things. His children seek 
first His kingdom. They are to be 
just as diligent in making provision 
for the eternal as for the temporal 
future. 

How sadly true that “The children 
of this world are in their generation 
wiser than the children of light.” 
Are not those who profess to be 
children of the light too busy when 
even on Sunday, the day of rest and 
worship, they absent themselves 
from the hearing of His Word? God 
rever intended His children to be 
so busy making a living that they 
would have to starve their souls and 
risk spiritual death. 

We need to learn from Mary to 
sit at the feet of Jesus. 

According to God’s promise, we 
shall be none the worse off for tak- 
ing more time to read and to hear 
His word. 


Observations on the Bible Camp 
Movement 

Like most good things, the Bible 
Camp movement comes in for its 
share of criticism. But this is no oc¬ 
casion for the friends of Bible Camps 
to be discouraged. Properly urder- 
stood, it is fine that there is critic¬ 
ism. For criticism causes those con¬ 
cerned to check up on their work. It 
makes possible the correction of 
dangers that inevitably threaten 
everything good. 

On the one hand, there are those 
who are dubious concerning Bible 
Camps because, “Aren’t they a bit 
Reformed?” Well, there are folks in 
the Reformed camp that read the 
Bible. Still it is not suggested that 
therefore Lutherans should quit 
reading the Bible. 

A Bible Camp is what those in 
charge make it. Our Lutheran Bible 
Camps should be and can be truly 
Lutheran. They afford a marvelous 
opportunity for the Church of the 
Open Bible to put into practice what 
it sings of God’s Word: “To spread 
its light from age to age shall be our 
chief endeavor.” 

On the other hand, there are those 


who hold aloof because Bible Camps 
are too worldly. Those who do attend 
do so, it is alleged, only to have a va- 
cation and a good time. 

In answer it might be observed 
that Jesus Christ was charged by the 
Pharisees with worldliness because' 
He joined in the social life of His day 
(Matt. 11:19). 

Also it can be emphatically denied 
that all who attend think only of the 
recreational aspects of Bible Camps. 
Many who attend come with the de- 
finite purpose and desire to grow in 
the grace and knowledge of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. 

Further it should be remembered 
that the followers of Christ are to be 
fishers of men. No fisherman has 
much success unless he and the fish 
are in the same vicinity. Further- 
more, the good fisherman makes use 
of different kinds of bait. What if 
there are some who come to Bible 
Camp who seldom come to the Sun¬ 
day worship or the mid-week meet- 
ing? Their very presence is a chal- 
lenge and an opportunity to win 
them for Christ. 

Finally, call to mind the many who 
have been more firmly established 
on the solid foundation of “The Word 
alone, Grace alone, Faith alone” at 
Bible Camp, and who thus have been 
either restored to fellowship with 
Christ or built up in Him. Our Bible 
Camps have been a real blessing in 
the past. Under competent and con- 
secrated leaders, and with the bles¬ 
sing of God, they will be a blessing 
in the future. 


Will Our Bible Institutes Suffer? 

In the present tragedy that is cal- 
led World War II, great emphasis is 
placed on an “All Out” effort. All the 
energies of our nation must be di- 
rected to the determined prosecution 
of the war. 

How much will this affect our 
Bible Institutes? Some hold the pes- 
simistie view that because of the 
war there will be only a few young 
people who will be able to attend, 
and that likewise there will be little 
money available for their support. 

Undoubtedly there will be some 
effect. But others confidently trust 
that God will send both students and 
funds. The inevitable aftermath of 
every war is a lowering of moral 
standards. Hence there is greater 
reed now for an “all out” effort on 
the part of Christians in the spirit¬ 
ual warfare. It still remains true 
that we are to seek first His king¬ 
dom, and that the weapons of our 
warfare are spiritual. Young people 
are needed who can wield the sword 
of the Spirit. That there may con¬ 
tinue to be Lutheran Bible Institutes 
at which they can be trained, pray- 
ing and giving supporters are need¬ 
ed.
